Aaaantiat 
that tkh waa Ika tbIim fbr Ika yaara 1870 
and I'^TT ws dnd that the L. A N railroad 
company on 27 mile* of railroad worth 
$224,000, by paying the Uz of $i>0 per 
mile paid a toz of $2,430 wkUa othar prop- 
erty in Lineola cooaty of the valoe of 
$224,000 paid a lax of <■.') cents pir $100, 
or $l,4 j(> in the aggregate. In other words 
the railroad compaay paid |$74 toara tax- 
es in either of thoee years thaa WBB paid 
on any other property cf equal valoa.
